* Shown By Statistics 
A slight picking up in trade in 


Canada is indicated by early statis- 
tics for July,.issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Increased im- 
ports of raw rubber over the preced- 
ing month, and -increased exports of 
manufactured rubber ‘goods would in- 
‘dicate increasing activity ~in 
Canadian rubber industry. Newsprint 
exports in July were higher than in 
June, and exports of other -» paper 
manufacturers were well maintained. 

Dairy products were exported in’ 
larger quantities, particularly cheese 
and butter, with China taking a large | 
propertion of the butter exports, and , 
Great Britain and the Irish 


cheese. An increase in exports of 
fresh milk to the United States is 
noted.

Mr. Nordegg, who has been inti- 
mately associated with western coal 
mining-~for many years, first of. all 
looks rv the present situation, and 


in doing so discloses some striking 
facts. Canada uses 33,000,000 tons 
of coal annually, of which 20,000,000 
| are imported. Yet Cariada ‘holds 
one-sixth of the total coal reserves 
,of the ‘world, most of it of suffi- 
ciently high quality to take the place 
of imported coals. At present the 
prospect of remedying’ this situation 


. Seems to the author to be not very 


rosy. Ultimate fuel independence, he 
put far into the future: 
There are, according to ‘the 
many factors which contribute to 
this anomalous coal situation in 
Canada, among them being wasteful 
and inefficient control of the. coal 
industry as a whole; the ‘duplication 
of mines; the failure'of coal owners 
io ‘look beyond the mere profit ‘and 
loss side of their business; the fail- 
ure of the railways to make the most 
of their opportunities: fanlty and in- 
competent methods .of marketing, 
and a general apathy on the. part of 
the public and governments.

May Break Up Into Smaller and More | 
Efficient Units, Says Boyle. | 


Pool Heads Confident 


‘Will the Canadian Wheat Pool sur- 
vive the severe strain it has. keen! 
passing through and retain its pves- 
ent form? Pool authorities declare | 
their members will remain loyal t> 
their.contracts and that the organ’za- 
tion will come through the testing 
period stronger for its experience, 
James E. Boyle,. writing in Barron’s 
takes a different view. - Mr. Boyie 
is a keen student of the world “wheat 
situation and took pains to gather 
first-hand information on Canada’s 
grain marketing problems. 

His conclusion is that the pool will 
ultimately disappear, probably ky 
breaking up into a number of smal'er 
and more efficient units. 

Mr. Boyle’s finding are as follows: 

“A large selling corporation, lke 
the pool, which holds the bulk of the 
crop off the market till spring or 
early summer, is sure to make money 
on a rising market and sure to lose 
on a falling market. Since markets | 
rise as often-as they fall, this might 
seem to imply an even break for the 
pool.

The number of insane and mental- 
lly deficient people in Canadian men- 
tal institutions, exclusive of private 
hospitals, shows an increase of 1,334 
persons over last year, according to 
this month’s bulletin pf the Canadian 
National Committee of ,Mental Hy- 
giene. The total number of insane and 
mentally deficient people who are fil- 
ling these institutions is at present 
| 29,579. 

Their cost to the country, the bul- 
letin points out, is greater than that 
of war pensions and totals $16,820,745 
@ year. This, however, is simply the 
institutions and 
does not take into account the money 
spent by private individuals on in- 
sane people who are.in private hos- 
pitals. Nor does it include the loss to 
the country which results from keep- 
ing a large group of people unpro- 
ductive.
